WASHINGTON I A new ballpark for the soon- 
to-be Washington Nationals appeared to be 
headed to approval after the chair of the D.C.

The Supreme Court on Monday 
rejected a challenge to the only state that allows 
gay marriages, declining to hear an appeal 
aimed at overturning the Massachusetts 
law that prompted a national debate on the 
legality and morality of same-sex unions. 

The decision ended the legal fight over a 4-3 
Massachusetts high court rulinglastNovember 
giving gay couples the right to marry. But 
both sides say the court’s unwillingness to 
intervene means there will be more fights 
in courts and legisla- 
tures around the country. 

President Bush has 
promised to make pas- 
sage of an anti-gay 
marriage constitutional 
amendment a priority in 
his second term. 

Lambda and other 
gay-rights groups were 
heartened the justices 
let the Massachusetts 
ruling stand. 

“The bottom line is 
nobody is being harmed by the Massachusetts 
state law treating all couples equally,” said 
David Buckel, Lambda’s legal marriage proj- 
ect director. 

Liberty Counsel, the Florida-based con- 
servative group that filed the challenge to the 
law, argued the Massachusetts court ruling 
violated the U.S. Constitution because state 
judges had made a decision more properly

Bush picks CEO of 
cereal giant Kellogg 
for key eeonomic post 

WASHINGTON I President Bush 
picked Carlos Gutierrez, the chief 
executive officer of cereal giant 
Kellogg Co., as commerce secre- 
tary Monday, working to build a 
new economic team to help sell 
second-term overhauls of Social 
Security and the tax code. 

The move was Bush’s first step 
in replacing his economic advis- 
ers. The White House offered no 
promise of job security to Treasury 
Secretary John Snow, who has made 
clear he wants to remain. 


Officials said the challenges of 
the second term could require lead- 
ers with different skills from the 
first term when the biggest prob- 
lems were pushing 
tax cuts and dealing 
with recession. 

Bush called 
Gutierrez a vision- 
ary and one of 
America’s most 
respected business 
leaders, a man who rose to the top 
at Kellogg’s from a first job as a 
truck driver in Mexico City peddling 
Frosted Flakes to local stores. Born 
in Cuba and brought to America at 
age 6, he had learned English from 
a bellhop at a Miami hotel. 


At Commerce, Gutierrez, 51, 
would be charged with improving 
the fortunes of America’s struggling 
manufacturing sector, which has 
seen the loss of 2.7 million jobs over 
the past four years as the country’s 
trade deficit has soared to record 
levels. He also would a key player in 
the administration’s campaign for 
major changes in Social Security 
and the tax system. 

Gutierrez has been credited with 
overhauling Kellogg’s operations 
as well as providing new life for its

High court hears case 
on potential limits of 
medical marijuana use 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
questioned whether state medical 
marijuana laws might be abused 
by people who aren’t really sick as 
it debated on Monday whether the 
federal government can prosecute 
patients who smoke pot on doc- 
tors’ orders. 

The stakes are high on both the 
government level — 11 states have 
passed medical marijuana laws 
since 1996 — and the personal. 

In the courtroom for the argu- 
ment was Angel Raich, an Oakland, 
Calif, mother of two who said she 
tried dozens of prescription med- 
icines to ease the pain of a brain 
tumor and other illnesses before 
she turned to marijuana. She and 
another ill woman, Diane Monson, 
filed a lawsuit after federal agents 
confiscated marijuana plants from 
Monson’s yard.

Black Hawk hit wires

BRUCEVILLE-EDDY, TEXAS I An 
Army helicopter carrying seven 
soldiers crashed and burned in the 
fog Monday after hitting a web of 
support wires on a TV transmis- 
sion tower whose warning lights 
had been knocked out in a storm 
last week, officials said.

The helicopter was headed to 
check out equipment being read- 
ied for use in Iraq, said Lt. Col.

The names of the 
victims, all from Fort Hood, were 
not immediately released.

Ukrainian Leader Urges New Vote 


Kuchma offer comes as court mulls fraud claims 


KIEV, UKRAINE I Seeking a respite 
from the mounting opposition pres- 
sure, outgoing President Leonid 
Kuchma said that a new election 
could be held, while Ukraine’s 
Supreme Court was probing the 
validity of the bitterly disputed 
presidential runoff. 

Facing tens of 
thousands of sup- 
porters of Western- 
leaning candidate 
Viktor Yushchenko 
who have flooded 
Kiev and laid siege 
to official buildings, 
Kuchma said a new vote was a com- 
promise to avoid splitting the nation 
and sending it deeper into chaos. 

“If we really want to preserve 
peace and accord, if we really 
want to build a democratic state 
... let’s hold new elections,” said 
Kuchma, who had backed Prime 
Minister Viktor Yanukovych — the 


announced winner of the Nov. 21 
presidential runoff the West has 
refused to recognize. 

Kuchma spoke as Yushchenko’s 
supporters contested the vote in the 
Supreme Court, demanding that it 
cancel the official results because 
of evidence of official fraud. 

Yushchenko urged his support- 
ers in Kiev to maintain their vigil 
despite freezing temperatures. “The 
next couple of days will bring a solu- 
tion,” Yushchenko told the crowd. 

He said the opposition expects 
the court’s verdict soon, and added 
that it would also move Tuesday 
to topple Yanukovych’s Cabinet 
through a no-confidence motion 
in parliament. 

Kuchma, meanwhile, warned 
that the country’s financial sys- 
tem could “fall apart like a house 
of cards” under the impact of pro- 
tests that swept the nation of 48 
million, natasha lisova (ap)

iAEA OKs Plan to Police Iran Nukes 


U.S. dissatisfied; says 
it may take concerns 
to Security Council 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I The U.N. nuclear 
agency agreed Monday on a plan 
for policing Iran’s nuclear programs 
designed to avoid a showdown at the 
United Nations. But Iran’s represen- 
tative immediately raised questions 
about the wording of the pact, and 
the United States said it retained 


the right to take the case to the U.N. 
Security Council. 

U.S. chief delegate Jackie Sanders 
listed more than a dozen open ques- 
tions about Iran’s past nuclear activ- 
ities still before the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, despite a 
nearly two-year probe. “The IAEA 
cannot . . . offer the necessary assur- 
ances that Iran is not attempting to 


produce nuclear material for weap- 
ons,” she said. 

Sanders spoke shortly after the 
board passed a toned-down resolu- 
tion authorizing the IAEA to moni- 
tor Iran’s commitment to freeze ura-

China Aims High With Free-Trade Pact 


VIENTIANE, LAOS I Rising power 
China moved Monday to expand 
its influence in a region long dom- 
inated by the United States, sign- 
ing an accord with Southeast Asian 
nations aimed at creating the world’s 
largest free trade area by 2010 — a 
sprawling market of nearly 2 bil- 
lion people. 


China’s concerns about secur- 
ing vital sea lanes and feeding its 
booming economy’s ravenous appe- 
tite for oil and raw materials were 
seen as key motivations for the trade 
pact with the 10 -nation Association 
of Southeast Asian Nations at the 
group’s annual summit in Laos. 

But some analysts believe the 


agreement shows how an increas- 
ingly bold China is forging new alli- 
ances that would reduce, and possi- 
bly eventually challenge, America’s 
influence in Asia. 

Ong Keng Yong, ASEAN’s sec- 
retary-general, said trade with 
China could equal $140 billion by 
2010. In comparison, the annual 
ASEAN-U.S. trade is $120 billion, 
he said, (ap)

CAIRO, EGYPT | Osama bin Laden’s 
top deputy vowed in a videotape 
aired Monday to keep fighting the 
United States until Washington 
changed its policies.

Bloody Month for U.S. in Iraq 


November deadliest since March 2003 invasion 


BAGHDAD I Insurgents stepped up 
attacks on Iraq’s fledgling securi- 
ty forces, killing seven Iraqi police 
and guardsmen Monday in a suicide 
bombing. The military, meanwhile, 
reported five new U.S. deaths. 

Monday’s suicide attack occurred 
in Baghdadi, about 120 miles north- 
west of the capital, where a driver 
detonated his vehicle near a police 
checkpoint, police Lt. Mohammed 
al-Fehdawi said. 


Military offensives in Fallujah 
and elsewhere have made November 
the second deadliest month for U.S. 
troops since the March 2003 inva- 
sion, with at least 130 dead. 

Two American soldiers were 
killed Monday in a roadside bomb 
explosion in northwestern Baghdad, 
the U.S. command said. Another 


died in a vehicle accident near Kut 
in eastern Iraq, the military said. 
And two Marines were killed in a 
weekend bombing south of the capi- 
tal, a U.S. official said Monday. US., 
British and Iraqi forces have been 
sweeping through the area to clear 
Sunni insurgents from a string of 
towns and cities between Baghdad

Sudan Expels Leaders 
Of 2 British Aid Groups 


KHARTOUM, SUDAN I Sudan on 
Monday ordered the expulsion of 
the country directors of two human- 
itarian organizations, saying they 
violated a law against interfering 
in domestic affairs with their state- 
ments to the press about renewed 
violence in Darfur. 

The expulsion order, which 
accused Save the Children UK 
and Oxfam International of sending 
“signals of support” to rebels, was a 
troubling echo of past difficulties 
between aid workers and Sudan’s 
government, which had largely kept 


international groups out of Darfur 
for more than a year after violence 
erupted. The chief U.N. envoy for 
Sudan, Jan Pronk, has pressed the 
government to reverse its order 
and is awaiting a response, a U.N. 
spokeswoman said. 

A rebellion in Darfur has pro- 
voked a counterinsurgency that has 
killed thousands and displaced about 
1.8 million people. Aid groups have 
reported this month on a fresh out- 
break of violence following a Nov. 9 
cease-fire pact between rebels and 
the government. (AP) 


3 Cuban Dissidents 
Freed From Prison 

HAVANA I Three dissidents from 
a group of 75 arrested in a broad 
crackdown last year were unexpect- 
edly released Monday for health rea- 
sons, according to friends, relatives 
and local rights activists. 

Those freed on parole included 
economics writer Oscar Espinosa 
Chepe, who had been hospitalized 
behind bars for months with a liver 
ailment. Espinosa Chepe’s cause has 
become well known among rights 
groups outside of Cuba.

Chile Tries to Make Amends 


Lagos floats proposal 
to compensate victims 
of Pinochet-era torture 

SANTIAGO, CHILE | Three decades 
after being imprisoned and tor- 
tured during the military dicta- 
torship of Gen. Augusto Pinochet, 
Mireya Garcia is among 27,000 
Chileans who will finally get gov- 
ernment compensation. 

“It’s very special for us, who were 
kept anonymous for almost 31 years, 
that the state admits that we were 
tortured,” Garcia said Monday. “[It] 
is the first act of reparation.” 

President Ricardo Lagos 
announced the plan Sunday night 
following the release of a gruesome 
report on torture during Pinochet’s 
1973-90 regime, preparedby a com- 
mission that heard testimony from

more than 35,000 people. 

The report described the torture 
methods used at detention centers 
set up after Pinochet seized power 
in a bloody coup and launched a 
fierce repression against suspected 
leftist dissidents. 


While the payments are small 
— about $190 a month — they will 
double the pensions of many vic- 
tims. Victims and their relatives also 
will receive free education, hous- 
ing and health benefits. The pro- 
gram, which still must be approved 
by Congress, will cost the govern- 
ment some $70 million a year. 

Some victims were dissatis- 
fied with the government’s offer. 
Jorge Saez, now 51, was a commu- 
nist activist and university student 
when he was arrested in 1974. “I feel 
a tremendous frustration,” he said. 
“... We heard nothing about justice, 
about punishing the torturers.” 

A debate was indeed growing, 
with retired military officers call- 
ing the report biased, and politicians 
who worked with Pinochet being 
challenged to assume their respon- 
sibilities in the abuses, (ap)

Chesapeake Bay 
Receives a ‘D’ 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I The program to 
save the Chesapeake Bay “is fast 
becoming a national disgrace,” 
and there was no overall improve- 
ment in the health of the bay over 
the last year, the Chesapeake Bay 
Foundation said Monday. 

The organization gave the bay 
a grade of 27 out of 100 — which it 
considers a D — on the report card 
it issues each year examining prog- 
ress on solving pollution, habitat 
and fisheries problems. While there 
was movement on various compo- 
nents of the report card, the overall 
score was the same as last year. 

Rockhsh stocks remain high and 
forest buffers and wetlands are hold- 
ing their own, the report said. There 
was improvement in water quality, 
but it got an F, as did dissolved oxy- 
gen levels and pollution from nitro- 
gen and phosphorus, (ap) 


College Park Blazes Ruled Arsons 


Hotel, restaurant damaged in nearby Md. fires 


COLLEGE PARK, MD. I Prince George’s 
County fire investigators searched 
for links between two Monday 
morning arson fires that were set 
at restaurants just a few blocks apart 
on U.S. Route 1 near the University 
of Maryland. 

The first fire started shortly 
before 6 a.m. on the outer walls of 
the restaurant of a Best Western 
Hotel. Guests escaped from about 
20 rooms but firefighters had to 
rescue three people from a third- 
floor room when flames blocked 
their escape. No one was injured. 

While that blaze ate through 
outer walls of the hotel, a large 
column of gray smoke shot into 
the air from nearby Lasicks res- 
taurant, according to fire spokes- 
man Mark Brady. Rushing north 


on Route 1, fire crews discovered 
heavy flames coming from the 
three -story building. 

Investigators believe the fires 
started near natural gas meters 
that feed the kitchens of both 
buildings. Brady called the two 
incidents “strikingly similar” but 
said there was still no conclusive 
link between the two. 

Investigators werelookingfor sus- 
pects in the case, but Brady said the 
serial arsonist who has set dozens of 
fires in the D.C. area in the past year 
has been ruled out. Both fires shut 
down traffic over a one -mile stretch 
on the heavily traveled Route 1. The 
road was reopened shortly before 
3 p.m., according to Dave Buck of 
the State Highway Administration.

Construction Worker 
Dies In Garage Collapse 


BETHESDA, MD. | A construction 
worker was killed Monday when 
he was pinned under debris from 
the partial collapse of a garage 
under construction at the National 
Institutes of Health. 

Part of the top two floors of the 
six- story garage collapsed about 
9 a.m. 

Dogs and cranes were brought 
in to search for the victim, who

Shoppers Swarm the Web 


Sales on Thanksgiving Day up 100%, firm says 


NEW YORK I Computer- savvy con- 
sumers did plenty of online shop- 
ping over the Thanksiving weekend, 
giving companies like Amazon.com 
and walmart.com the same kickoff 
to the holiday season that depart- 
ment stores and malls had. 

Online sales, excluding travel, 
shot up 100 percent to $133 million 
on Thanksgiving Day compared to 


the same day last year, said comScore 
Networks Inc., an Internet research 
company. On Friday, online sales hit 
$250 million, up 41 percent. 

Historically, the online shopping 
season has begun the Monday after 
Thanksgiving, when consumers 
begin buying from their workplace 
computers. But the early start this 
year can be attributed to two phe- 


nomena: Merchants are working 
harder to get online sales, and mil- 
lions have converted to high-speed 
Internet connections, making it 
easier to shop from home. 

AccordingtoNielsen/NetRatings, 
the sites that had the biggest spikes 
this past Friday were those operated 
by traditional retailers: Toysms.com’s 
traffic soared 212.6 percent on 
Friday, while Amazon.com was up

Natural Disasters Send 
Tomato Prices Soaring 

Price of a 25 -lb. box rockets from $6 to $45 


East Coast hurricanes. West Coast 
rains and pestilence in Mexico have 
created a nationwide tomato short- 
age and a bonanza for southern 
California tomato farmers. 

The harvest will end shortly, 
depending on the weather, but 
what the growers have left is going 
for about $45 per 25 -pound box — 
compared with a money-losing $5 
to $6 back in midsummer. 

California is the second-larg- 
est producer of fresh tomatoes in 
the United States. Florida normal- 


ly would be supplying the bulk at 
this time of year, but the hurricanes 
this fall delayed planting, creating 
the shortage. Adding to the woes, a 
pest known as the tomato psyllid has 
damaged the Mexican crop in Baja 
California, which exports about 12 
million boxes to the United States. 

AH told, about 120,000 boxes of 
tomatoes are available domestical- 
ly each day, about a quarter of the 
normal supply, said Ed Beckman, 
president of the California Tomato 
Commission, jerry hirsch (l.a. times)

Television War 

Steven Bochco brings Iraq into living rooms 


CURRENT EVENTS I In the first 18 
months after the United States 
invaded Iraq, Hollywood didn’t 
exactly scramble to dramatize the 
war. But that was before Steven 
Bochco reported for duty. 

The TV producer, never one to 
shrink from controversy, has joined 
cable network FX to create “Over 
There” — a gory, profanity-laced, 
$4 -million series pilot following six 
soldiers in Iraq and their families in 
the United States. The producers are 
due to start shooting Jan. 7- 

Because “Over There” is still no 
more than a proposal for a series, 
there’s no guarantee that viewers 
will ever see the result, although FX 
has ordered several scripts for addi- 
tional episodes with an eye toward 
a summer 2005 launch. 

As the real war offers not just 
bitter controversy but dramatic and 
often harrowing daily accounts of 
urban combat, “Over There” is the 


kind of project that can keep a TV 
boss awake nights. Already, execu- 
tives at 20th Century Fox Television, 
which is financing the series, have 
found themselves reassuring ner- 
vous buyers in Europe, where anti- 
war sentiment runs high. 

And it is being developed at a 
time when the U.S. media land- 
scape is crackling with politically 
charged controversies, ranging from 
media reports on the administra- 
tion’s rationale for going to war to 
a Veterans Day flap in which many 
ABC affiliates refused to air “Saving 
Private Ryan” because of concerns 
about government fines. 

Bochco, 60, said last week that 
“Over There” would transcend pol- 
itics by focusing on the universal 
theme of soldiers fighting overseas 
and the strain that puts on their 
families back home. 

‘’One of the things I’ve always 
prided myself on is that whatever my

own politics may be, I don’t think 
they’ve leached into my work. And 
I think that’s appropriate.” 

The continuing instability in Iraq 
has made many network executives 
leery of the subject matter. “No one 
knows what’s going to happen six 
months from now, and there’s so 
much opinion pro and con,” said one 
TV script agent. “It would be like 
writing [a TV show] about Vietnam 
when we’re still in Vietnam.”

M u S I C I To judge the degree of influ- 
ence wielded by Kumbia Kings, one 
need only look at the numbers. 

Earlier this year, the Texas- 
based band simultaneously had 
two albums on the Billboard Top 
Latin Albums chart. At the same 
time, the act was competing against 
a host of spinoff groups, including 
Kl, DJ Kane and Frankie J, all of 
which count among their ranks 
former Kumbia Kings members, 
and boast a sound similar 
to that of their former 
group. 

Kumbia Kings’ 
sound is crafted 
by bass player A.B. 

Quintanilla III and 
keyboardist Cruz 
Martinez, who 
launched the band in 
2000. The group — which

‘Half-Life 2’: Twice the Game

Portis Conspicuous By His Absence 



Star running back 
has seen playing time 
drop in recent losses 

REDSKINS I The score is 946 to 945, 
and Clinton Portis is losing. 

The Washington Redskins run- 
ning back, conspicuous by his absence 
in another feeble effort by the offense, 
has fallen one yard behind the Denver 
Broncos’ latest running-back-from- 
nowhere in the unofficial race to 
shake down the teams’ blockbuster 
offseason trade. 

Out in the Rockies, Reuben 
Droughns has come on strong to 
follow the tradition of Terrell Davis, 
Olandis Gary, Mike Anderson and 
Portis as the Broncos challenge for 
a playoff berth. Back east, Portis is 
getting marginalized in a struggling 
offense for a team going nowhere. 

Portis had just six carries for 17 
yards when the Redskins (3-8) lost 
16-7 to Pittsburgh on Sunday. He 
was on the bench for long chunks 
of time, including the entire 13 -play 
drive that resulted in Washington’s 
only touchdown. 

“Certainly we’d love to have 
Clinton get his full share of carries,” 
coach Joe Gibbs said. “Looking back 
on it: would you like to run the ball 
more? Yeah. We certainly want a mix 
in there, but it’s my responsibility to 
get us more runs in there.” 


Gibbs relied heavily on Portis in 
the first half of the season, putting 
him on pace to shatter team records 
in carries and yards. The Redskins 
are 3-0 when Portis rushes for 100 
yards, 0-8 when he doesn’t. 

But Portis had just 17 car- 


ries against both Cincinnati and 
Philadelphia. On the year, he has 244 
carries for 945 yards, while Droughns 
has 202 carries for 946 yards. 

The Redskins are now on pace to 
rush for nearly the same number of 
yards as last year’s 5-11 team under 


pass -happy coach Steve Spurrier. 

Gibbs said Portis isn’t in the dog- 
house for any reason. He also cited 
an early 10 -point deficit Sunday for 
his decision to throw more. “I’d 
like it to be balanced,” Gibbs said.
